Conrad, a sixth grade boy at the George Ban- 
croft School has eight War stamps. He has earned 
the money for them himself. The other boys 
enlisted in the Home Army by buying thrift 
stamps with money they had earned beating rugs, 
spading in the garden, selling newspapers, deliv- 
ering for the grocer or any other odd job they 
could find to do. He could do none of these thing's 
but he felt he must do something. He remembered 
that at different times he had recited at entertain- 
ments, so he studied the poems he had been taught 
and even wrote one himself and then told every 
one he knew what he wanted to do. 

Before long opportunities came, and the little 
cripple boy became quite in demand for readings 
at social gatherings. His War Savings grew un- 
til, at the close of school, he had eight “Baby 
Bonds.” 





THE SCHOOL SAVINGS. 1917-1918. 


The Farmers and Mechanics Savings Bank has 
operated the savings system in the Minneapolis 
Public Schools since September, 1908. Collectors 
from the Bank go once a week to each school.. 
Accounts may be started with one cent or more 
upon permission of the parent. Brightly colored 
stamps on a card are given for each deposit. 
Money may be withdrawn on one week’s notice 
with the written consent of the parent after 50 
cents has been deposited. When a dollar or more 
has been deposited the money may be transferred 
to an interest account. Then it will draw interest. 

Since December 1917, the school savings de- 
partment has been selling in the schools the U. S. 
Thrift Stamps and War Certificate Stamps. In 
most schools the children have transferred their 
savings to War Savings.
